Cops Torture 
Chairman. of 
Cafe Strike 


To Protest Terror In 
Mass Demonstration 
At Coney Island 


NEW YORK.—Breaking into his 
house at night and dragging him 
from his bed, police arrested Patsy 
Augustine, militant strike chairman, 
leader of 43 workers on strike at 
Nathan’s Famous, Inc., without a 
warrant. Other members of his 
family, including his wife and sis- 
ter, were also arrested. 

Beatings at the police station 
failed to get a confession of felo- 
nious assault from him. Augustine 
was brutally slugged into uncon- 
sciousness in an attempt by police to 
break his militant spirit. 

This terror and brutality on the 


-part of the police, particularly those 


of the 8th St. Station, has been in 

effect ever since the beginning of 

the strike, which is now in its ninth 
. Thirty arrests have been 

made so far, but in spite of this the 

morale and the ranks of the strikers 

are more solid now than ever.

Once the 
mill hands were among the bet- 
ter paid workers of the city, but 
now they are the lowest paid and 
among those in the worst circum- 
stances. 

At the Lanes Mill the people are 
now working only six hours a day 
and it is understood that four days 
are all that the mill will run during 
the week. 

Last year when the mill was run- 
ning 40 hours per week, speeder 
hands spinners, doffers and other 
hands that were classed as experi 
enced operatives were getting $1 
per weck which was claimed to be 
the “minimum” weekly wage. Loom 
fixers and other mechanics received 
under the “code” the sum of $14.60 
and now they receive only from $8 
to $10 per week. 

Wages Cut in Half 

While the Cotton Textile Code 
was new and the Blue Vulture was 
being hatched, the Negro sweepers, 
cleaners and others who were sup- 
posed to be doing labor that did 
not require any knowledge whatever 
of the work that they were

Since that time the Daily Worker 
and the publications of the T.U.U.L. 
and its unions have dealt with the 
strike-breaking character of the 
Wagner Bill in numerous articles 
and editorials. These are the only 
papers and organizations that have 
told the truth about the Wagner 
Bill to the working class. The orig- 
inal draft has now been mended and 
company u given still more 
legal on. 

The reason for the speed-up of 
the Wagner Bill is admitted by gov- 
ernment spokesmen to be the strike 
wave that is rising to great heights 
throughout the country. All the 
papers, in commenting upon the 
bill, referred to the strikes of long- 
shoremen on the Pacific Coast, the 
truckmen’s strike in Minneapolis 
and the electrical workers’ strike 
in Toledo, Qhio. 

The revised bill, like the original 
bill, is an extension of Section 7a of 
the National Recovery Act. It is 
not something that stands alone, 
but must be considered in connec- 
tion with the history of the N.R.A. 

With the present strike wave ris- 
ing ever higher, and assuming more 
militant forms, the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration now comes forth with 
the amended Wagner Bill as a 
means of outlawing strikes com- 
pletely. In brief this bill: 

1—Sets up a permanent board 

with power to prohibit strikes. 
ae compulsory arbitra- 
n. 


3—Legalizes company unionism, 
. 4—Bplits existing unions by es- 
tablishing department organiza- 
tions of workers in industry. 

5—Causes to be jailed without 
trial anyone who resists. strike- 
breaking and union-wrecking de- 
cisions of the board. 

6—-Ties organizations of labor 
directly to the government, and 
establishes a prison parole sys- 
tem for labor. 
The Board As a Permanent Strike 


Breaking Agency 

The old National Labor Board, 
which is now headed by Senator 
Wagner, is to be abolished as soon 
as the act is passed and the new 
‘board to be created is to be known 
as the National Industrial Adjust- 
ment Board, and, according to Sec- 
tion 1 of the amended Wagner Bill 
its purpose is for the “peaceful set- 
tlement of labor disputes.” 

The board is to consist of five 
members—three appointed by the 
President to represent “the public” 
—end one representing the employ- 


gers and one supposed te represent 


labor. The labor representative is 
to be chosen by the President, on 
advice of “representatives of labor.” 
The three representatives of the 
public are to serve for five years 


and can be again appointed at the 
end of that time. The two repre- 
sentatives of the employers and the 


employees are to be chosen from 


panels of six—that is the President 
appoints for terms of one year a 
panel of six individuals represent- 
ing the workers and six representing 
the bosses, who shall rotate in such 
@& way that there will always be one 
representative, but never more than 
one, of each on thg board. Thus 
there will never be more than one 
person on the board even pretend- 
ing to speak for labor — and these 
will always be people of the calibre 
of William Green, John L. Lewis, 
George L. Berry, Sydney Hillman 
or Emil Reive. 

Enforces Compulsory Arbitration 

Section 9 of the amended Wagner 
Bill specifically states that the board 
shall “have power to act, and ap- 
point any agent or agency to act 
as arbitrator in labor disputes, when 
parties agree to submit the whole 
or any part of a labor dispute to 
the arbitration of the board or its 
appointees.” This clause is decep- 
tively used by the labor fakers who 
support the Wagner Bill to try to 
deny that it means compulsory ar- 
bitration, but when we consider 
that the board has the right to 
decide “by whom or what labor or- 
ganization” workers desire to be rep- 
resented, as stated in Section 10 
(a), we realize that there can al- 
ways be found excuses to claim that 
“parties” to the dispute who are 
agents of the bosses or the govern- 
ment in the ranks of the workers, 
“agree to submit” to arbitration. In 
the following sections we shall see 
how this works out. 

Legaiizes Company Unionism 
In the revised Wagner Bill the 
main emphasis is placed upon 
company vnionism. The very defini- 
tion of “labor organization” places 
the stamp of approval upon com- 
pany unionism in these words from 
Article 5, Section 2: 

“The term ‘labor organization’ 
means any organization or any 
agency of employe representation 
committee, in which employes 
participate and which exists for 
the purpose, in whole or in part, 
of dealing with employers cen- 
cerning hours of labor, wages or 
working conditions.” 

Provision for recognition by the 
board of any organization, or in- 
dividual or group it chooses to rec- 
ognize is set forth in Article A of 
Section 10 of the revised Wagner 
Bill as follows: 

“In any disputes as to who are 
the representatives of the em- 
ployes, the board, if the dispute 
might burden or affect commerce 
or obstruct the free flow af com- 
merce, may investigete such dis- 
pute and certify to the parties, in 
writing, the name er names of 
the individuals [my emphasis— 
H. M. W.] or labor organizations 
that have been designated or 


authorized to represent employes.” 

In reaching such a decision the 
bill provides that the board can, 
if it wants to do so, take a secret 
ballot or it can: 

“utilize any other suitable method 
to ascertain by whom or by what 
labor organization they desire to 
be represented.” 

Thus, the board can refuse to 
recognize unions of workers’ choice, 
under the pretense that such or- 
ganizations do not comply with the 
official government conception of a 
union or organization of workers. 
That government conception is that 
such organization of workers must 
be one that does not interfere with 
the free flow of commerce or in any 
way affect commerce. In other 
words, the government demands 
that such “workers’ organizations” 
must be one pledged in advance not 
to take any action that may tie up 
commerce—that is to strike. 

It is this union-wrecking feature 
of the bill, this legalizing of com- 
pany unionism, that meets with 
loud acclaim by the whole capital- 
ist press. In the New York Times of 
Sunday, May 27th, Arthur Krock, 
one of the Times’ Washington cor- 
respondents, stated that the new 
bill legalizes company unions. The 
Philadelphia Inquirer of Monday, 
May 28, a rock-ribbed Republican 
sheet, praised the Roosevelt Dem- 
ocratic administration for pushing 
the Wagner Bill. 

Splits Existing Organizations 

Section 10 of the revised bill not 
only does not compel an employer 
to recognize a union shop even if 
it is organized into a national or 
international or independent union, 
but it even shows the employer how 
he can divide the workers on craft 
lines in case they have industrial 
organization. Each shop can have 
as many kinds of group representa- 
tion as desired. For example, take 
an automobile plant. If there exists 
one powerful union in the plant, 
the bosses and their agents can 
split away a department and create 
a department organization, or even 
an organization of a few individuals 


of the government will back up 
such splitting and union-wrecking | 
activities. The clause guaranteeing 
that (Section 10) reads as follows: 
“The board shall decide whether 
eligibility to participate in a 
choice of representatives shall be 
determined upon the basis of em- 
ployer unit, craft unit, plant unit, 
er other appropriate unit. Each 
unit may be given representation 
according to its membership.” 
Other union-wrecking provisions | 
are those which compel workers 
\representatives to produce before 
| the board their books. membership 
| lists, dues, and everything else pers" 
‘taining to the conduct of their or- 
| ganization. 


Any member of the board, | 
representing the “general public” 
(that is the government) may, ac- 
cording to Article 1 of Section 11, 
“have power to require by subpoerfa 
the attendance and testimony of 
witnesses and the production of all 
such documentary evidence relat- 
ing to any matter under complaint.” 
To make the turning over of such 
documents more compulsory than 
the usual court procedure, Article 
3 of Section 11 specifies: 

“No person shall be excused 
from attending and testifying or 
from producing books, papers, 
contracts, agreements and other 
documents germane to the mat- 
ter under investigation before the 
board, or in obedience to the sub- 
poena of the board, on the ground 
that the testimony, documentary 
or otherwise, required of him, may 
tend to incriminate him or sub- 
ject him to a penalty or forfeit- 
ure.” 

Can Jail Without Trial All Who 
Resist 


All decisions of the board are 
filed with the United States Dis- 
trict Courts, and in case of any re- 
sistance to decisions the violator can 
be hailed into court and sent to 
prison for contempt of court. These 
proceedings are carried out without 
trial by jury—the federal circuit 
court judge simply throws the vic- 
tim in jail for any length of time 
he desires. Also there are strong 
penalties provided for anyone who 
resists or interferes with any mem- 
ber of the board carrying out the 
strike-breaking provisions of the 
bill. Section 12 reads: 


“Any person who shall wilfully 


assault, resist, prevent, impede, or | 
interfere with any member of the | 


board or any of its agents or 
agencies shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $5,000 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 
ore year, or both.”

The 
column is excellent and certainly 
expresses the sentiment of the 
majority of the pilots and mech- 
anies. As vou undoubtedly know 
the youth cf tcadeay has a very 
little chance of acruiring an Aern- 
nautical course, unless he pays the 
tremendous high fees of schools 
whe ere cperating on very large 
profits. 

“For the majority of the prospec- 
tive students the fees charged by 
these schools are equal (if em- 
ployed) to three to four years of 
their salaries for a transport pilot’s 
license, and about nine months’ pay 
for a mechanic’s license. Now let 
us take for granted he could af- 
ford to somehow or another to get 
his tuition. then what has he to 
look forward to? To get a mech- 
anic’s license he must have two 
years of practical experience. To 
obtain this experience he works in 
the shops and factories for no pay, 
and many cases are known where 
students have paid for the privilege 
of working. This means not only 
that his employer is receiving labor 
for nothing and charges regular 
prices for the work produced by 
these students, but he is also tak- 
ing the bread and butter out of 
the mouths of the licensed mech- 
anics. 

“Now after obtaining his two 
years of practical experience he 
passes an examination and re- 
ceives his mechanic’s license from 
the Department of Commerce. Then 
what? A job? There is none. 
Why? If you look in the majority 
of shops you will find the reason. 
There’s about one licensed mech- 
anic to every ten to 15 students 
doing the work. Why should the 
employers employ licensed help 
when they can get students just 
out of schools to work for nothing 
or even pay for the privilege? 

“Now as to the pilots. After 
spending something like $2,000 on 
the average for a transport pilots

BESSEMER, Ala.—I have been a 
constant reader of the Daily 
Worker for about two years and I 
will say that this paper is in the 
lead of all newspapers.

T. C. I. Co. speeded up and stocked 
enough ore to starve the workers 
out, hoping to force them to be 
gled to work on open shop or any 
kind of basis. Now the T. C. I. 
is hauling this ore at the protest 
of the miners. Yes, the company 
is hauling it, with the help of the 
Government National Guards every- 
where to keep the workers from 
interfering. 

This is opening the eyes of the 
workers and they can see 
that the Communist Party is the 
only safe way out of this mess.

The Farm Drought 


HE Roosevelt government is acting with 
criminal negligence in failing to come 
to the aid of the hundreds of thousands of 


* small farmers and their families, ruined 


by the drought, who face stark misery. 

The Roosevelt A.A.A. program had hit 
these small farmers and their families (the 
majority of the farm population) hard enough as 
it is, reducing their acreage, driving them into 
bankruptcy. : 

Roosevelt proposes a half billion dollar drought 
relief program. But who will get most of the re- 
lief? It will go to creditors who have mortgages 
on the ruined farmers’ cattle. It will go to the 
larger, more well-to-do farmers who alone can 
fulfill the conditions set down by the Roosevelt gov- 
ernment for those getting relief. 

And what are these conditigns? That the 
farmers sign up for acreage reduction! The 
drought is, therefore, being used as a club by the 
Roosevelt government to enforce the A. A. A. re- 
duction program in the interests of the wealthier | 
farmers. 

As for cash relief, for free feed for the starv- 
ing cattle, and for relief to the stricken families, 
Roosevelt gives nothing. 

In addition, the drought is being used by the 
Roosevelt government in a heartless, brutal scheme 
for depopulating the farms, and placing thousands 
of ruined farmers’ families on the so-called “sub- 
sistence farms” where the men will have to work 
their own land and work in the factories as well, 
thus providing for coolie wages in the factories 
and bigger profits for the exploiters. 

With his typical brutality, Roosevelt is using 
the terrors of the drought to fortify the class po- 
sition of the mortgage holders and wealthier land- 
lords. The rest of the farm povoulation he leaves 
to the ravages of drought, debts, and starvation. 

The Farmer Relief Bill proposed by the Com- 
munist Party contains provisions that alone can 
bring rélief to the impoverished farmers. It alone 
calls for immediate cash relief, cancellation of all 
mortgage debts. 

The Conference of the United Farmers’ Leazue 
to be held on June 22 should be a focus for rally- 
ing the stricken farm population for a determined 
struggic to force the Roosevelt government to 
grant adequate relief to be administered by the 
fermers themscives. 


The Same Poisonous 
Fangs 


F A JOBLESS or poor worker in- New 

York City wants to have milk for his 
kids this summer, he will have to get it by 
a method known by the repugnant word— 
charity. 

He will have to crawl for it—to prove he 
cannot afford bottled milk, the price of 
which was raised cne cent early this week. He will 
have to answer questions, fill out blanks, tell where 
he worked last, fired?—if so, why?—the whole ugly 
procedure by which American capitalism throws 
scraps to its victimized masses of toilers. 

But the workers of this city should not be 
surpriced by now. They should know that this 
is Mayor LaGuardia’s way of doing things—in his 
own “progressive” fashion: 

First, the Economy Biil with its wholesale lay- 
offs. cuts im weees, forced furloughs. 

Then the soft-pedalling on fire-inspection and 
housing, which caused over fifty deaths in slum 
tenement fires earlier in the year. LaGuardia and 
his Tenement House Commissioner, Langdon W. 
Post, scoffed at workers who demanded immediate 
action. The tenements still stand, and 670,000 poor 
families still face death by flames. 

Then the attack of LaGuardia’s police on work- 
ers who were holding an anti-Nazi demonstration 
in Yorkville, meeting ‘to spread their campaign for 
the freedom of Ernst Thaelmann, leader of the 
German Communist Party now facing death in 
Hitler Germany. . 

And, two weeks ago, LaGuardia’s police attack 
on jobless workers demonstrating for relief. 

Finally his conference with the editors of the 
metropolitan press, in which he revealed his terror 
plans and urged them to give popular endorsement 
to further steps in police violence and bloodshed. 

Now the price of milk is boosted, on the verge 
of the summer season, when the heat-suffering in- 
habitants of the slums need cheap milk more than 
at any time during the year. And the jobless must 
beg to get loose milk at eight cents a quart! 

This is “our” Mayor. working people of New 
York. You have seen him in action for six months 
noy. Under his progressive label, his liber2!] face. 
are the same poisonous, anti-workine class fangs 
that adern the Tammany Tiger’s mouth.

after Nazis in Yorkville beat up several anti-Pascist

Eggaling, a German citizen, through the help of 
the New York police and officers of the Nazi steam- 
ship company, was shanghaied on board the ship. 
He was chained ina cell on ship board very much as 
the Nazi butcher Hitler has chained Ernst Thael 
mann to the foul lungeon in Moabit prison. ~~ 

Even after the 1.L.D. attorneys, Sol Cohen and 
Joseph Brodsky, obtained a Federal writ of habeas 
corpus, the Nazi ship officials refused to release 
their prey. The 1.L.D. attorneys stood their ground 
and it was only seconds before the ship was sched- 
uled to sail that they succeeded in saving Eggaling 
from the death that the Nazi madmen are. plot- 
ting for Ernst Thaelmann and other anti-fascist 
fishters. . 

The excuse given by the Nazi ship officials for 
chaining Eggaling to the ship’s cell assumes that 
every reader of American papers is either a fool 
or an idiot. .“Eggaling wes returned to the liner,” 
said a Hamburg-American Line official to the New 
York Times, “as a humanitarian move as ‘he could 
speak no English.” 

But the militant American workers, caring not 
at all whether Eggaling spoke English or not, 
through their defense organization, the I.L.D., 
cheated the Nazi butchers of their victim, the sea- 
man, Ezgaling. 

Only world protest, only the broadest united 
front action, only the constantly increasing qé¢mand 
of all forces against the Fascist murderers will 
Save that other seaman, now tortured in the Nazi 
prisons, Ernst Thaelmann. Continue and broaden 
the fight ageinst fascism. Save Thaelmann and 
deal a blow to bloody fascism! 


Organize the Steel Strikes 


Nees in all the history of the class 
struggle in the United States has there 
been such a concentration of forces, such a 
series of maneuvers to prevent a strike 
as have now been brought into’ play by the 
government and the employers to prevent 


the steel strike which the workers “have 
decided on. 

The armed forces of the government and the 
steel Companies are openly preparing. The U. 8. 
Steel and other companies are building barbed wire 
entangleménts, arranging sleeping quarters inside 
the plants, cook tents, new gates, etc. In the steel 
towns, police are being given dafly drills in tear gas 
throwing, clubbing and the art of attacking strikers. 
The National Guard troops are being drilled. 

The forces of the federal as well as the local gov- 
ernments are feverishly active. Johnson, N. R. A. 
head, confers with the Iron and Steel Institute, 
which is the N. R. A. code authority (leading steel 
manufacturers). Madame Perkins confers with the 
labor faker of N. R..A.. McGrady. Roosevelt sets 
the. stage for his personal appearance. The steel 
company heads meet.day and night concocting state- 
ments against union recognition. Senator Wagner 
confefs with the A. F. of L. officials. All of these 
federal government officials admittedly steer toward 


one goal—a steel labor board similar to the Auto. 


laber board to prevent the strike. 

The Committee of 100 of the Pittsburgh district 
is spending thousands of dollars on propaganda 
against the coming strike. Huge advertisements in 
the papers contain slogans “Strik 
Workers are terrorized inside and outside the mill. 

; * > 
NSIDE the mills the company unions have taken 

“strike votes.” The company agents tell the 
workers beforehand that there is not going to be 
any strike, and that if they favor strike they will 
be blacklisted. One hundred and sixteen were 
fired in Weirton alone after such a “strike vote.” 

The McKeesport Chamber of Commerce, backed 
by the N.R.A. local officials, sends a delegation of 
“steel workers” to Washington against the strike. 

All these forces join in. singing the “red: scare” 
refrain, telling the workers that Roosevelt is their 
friend and that the Communists and “outside agi- 
tators” are spreading the sinister propaganda of 
unified strike action for the steel workers’ demands. 

The. steel trust agents within the labor move- 
ment work overtime to split up the workers, sabo- 
tage strike preparations and prevent the strike. 


Mike Tighe, the notorious strikebreaking president 


of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, after months of agitation against the 
strike, now tries to take over the strike leadership 
in order to behead it. 

The Committee of Ten betrays the trust of 
the A. A. convention which elected it, praises 
Roosevelt and the N.R.A.. calls for arbitration led 
by Roosevelt himself. It hangs around Washing- 
ton, leaving the workers to make their own strike 
preparations. The Committee of Ten rejects the 
unity proposal of the Steel and Metal Workers 
Industrial Union and instead praises the strike- 
breaker Tighe. 

The steel workers, in the face of these united 
forces of the steel trust, must unite at once in 
their strike preparations. They should establish, 
in every mill, joint strike committees inside the 
mill to conduct the strikes. They must go over 
the heads of the treacherous Tighes, of the betray- 
ing Committee of Ten and establish fighting unity 
on the basis of an elected joint strike committee 
of which they are to havé an effective struggle. 

Especially must the workers inside the Amal- 
gamated Association orgenize their rank and file 
oppositions to the Tighe machine and to the 
maneuvers cf the Committee of Ten.

This policy imcreased the profit 
for the ‘big landowners, while the 
industrialist magnates were sup- 
ported by the’ state through subven- 
tions supposed to “set production 
gcing.” 

It is true, the parliament was 
compelled to spend millions for un- 
employment relief, but for the in- 
dividual unemployed the relief was 
cut, and the government increased 
the power of the whole hostile wel- 
fare organization.
